Some elected 
members 
outspend peers 
by 10 times

There’s the pricey — high-end 
banquets, Stampede breakfasts 
to feed thousands. 

There’s the extravagant — 
premium-grade gas, car de¬ 
tailing. 

And there’s the teeny-weeny 
— $2 spent on cookies, $1.89 
on coffee cream. 

All of the above and much 
more are detailed in two years 
worth of Alberta MIA constitu¬ 
ency expenses, which were 
first required to be made pub¬ 
lic in the fourth quarter of 
2012. 

It was that veiy quarter that 
Sohail Quadri, Toiy MIA for Ed- 
monton-Mill Woods, billed tax¬ 
payers for a $12,500 Christmas 
party. It appears to be the lar¬ 
gest single expense on record. 

Metro added up the constitu¬ 


ency bills for every MLA with 
the exception of four elected 
in October byelections. 

Calgary-Hawlcwood MLA 
Jason Luan was one of three 
to actually top Quadri in total 
charges to taxpayers, racking 
up $41,735 in expenses, nearly 
half of which was spent on 
hosting. 

By comparison, two MLAs 
who served in office for the 
same duration, Edmonton- 
Glenora’s Heather Klimchulc 
and Edmonton-Castle Downs’ 
Thomas Lulcaszulc, kept their 
costs to just $3,648.62 and 
$4,555.80, respectively. 

The big-time discrepancy — 
Klimchulc’s total spending was 
just nine per cent of Luan’s — 
is spurring calls for some MLAs 
to think before they splurge. 

“I hope it’s embarrassing,” 
said Paige MacPherson, Al¬ 
berta director for the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation. “I hope 
these MLAs feel somewhat em¬ 
barrassed that their spending 
is so out of whack with what 
some of the other MLAs are 
spending and, of course, what 
we would spend in the private 
sector.

Students at Red Deer College 
will no longer be able to chal¬ 
lenge French or Spanish at the 
institution after administration 
eliminated all language programs 
because of “tough times.” 

Torben Andersen, Red Deer 
College’s interim vice president 
said the institution decided to cut 
the language courses Wednes¬ 
day because of current budget 
pressures. In its spring budget, 
Alberta scaled back funding the 
the Campus Alberta grant by 1.4 
per cent this year, with plans to 
cut the grant by a further 2.7 per 
cent next year Andersen said cur¬ 
rent enrolment for the French 
and Spanish language courses 
was around 100 students per 
semester, but has been steadily 
declining for some time. 

“We’re looking to make de¬ 
cisions that will impact both 
fewer students where possible 
and also impact that are not so 
drastic where impacts are avoid¬ 
able,” he said. 

As fewer university programs 
are requiring a second language 
and fewer students were taking 
the courses, it was best to make 
these cuts, Andersen added. 
“We’re in for some tough times 
in Alberta. The government in 
its recent budget... has signaled 
that post-secondaiy institutions 
are going to have to respond to 
the fiscal realities of Alberta.”

Tension high 
after remains 
ofDelores

Advocates working with city 
sex workers say women are 
shaken after human remains 
belonging to Delores Brower 

— a 33-year-old former sex 
worker reported missing in 
2005 — were found in a field 
south of Edmonton. 

Metis Child and Family Ser¬ 
vices’ Kari Thomason spends 
her days interacting with city 
sex workers as part of SNUG 

— a harm reduction initiative 
aimed at getting women out 
of the sex trade — and said 
some women are having a 
hard time coming to terms 
with the discovery. 

Thomason said since Brow¬ 
er’s remains were found on 
April 19, tensions have been 
extremely high on the street 
for sex workers. 

“They’re petrified,” she 
said. “They’re petrified and 
they’re angry that she was 
missing for that long and 
her remains were only found 
now.” 

Just like Brower’s case, 
Thomason said there are still 
so many questions surround¬ 
ing what exactly happens 
when women go missing. 

“There’s never (any) clos¬ 
ure,” she said. “You still 
have (questions), like: How 
did she suffer? How did she 
die? Those questions you’ll 
never usually get answers to. 
So those are usually the most 
frustrating, and then you feel 


survivor’s guilt.” 

Victim Services co-ordin¬ 
ator Chelsea Hawrelalc said 
it’s more than families who 
are affected when these 


missing-persons cases are 
closed. Often, she explained, 
women working on the street, 
police officers and many 
others can feel a sense of 


“ambiguous loss.” 

“It’s the type of loss where 
there just aren’t any answers. 
People go missing for many 
reasons, so the families don’t

know what to think,” she 
said. “It’s just that much 
harder because it’s constant 
questions and the unknown. 

“I think as a society, we 
don’t do well with the un¬ 
known.” 

To help families cope, Haw- 
relalc has organized ceremon¬ 
ies at the site where victims 
are found for loved ones. 

“It helps put the individ¬ 
ual’s soul to rest,” she said. 
“It brings some sort of com¬ 
fort to the families, knowing 
that they can do that.” 

According to SNUG’s data¬ 
base, which collects identifi¬ 
able information from women 
living a high-risk lifestyle, 
there are 42 deceased women 
from the Edmonton area since 
2005, when they started col¬ 
lecting numbers, and four 
more are missing. 

“Those are individuals that 
we knew or worked with,” 
Thomason said, adding she 
considers many of the women 
she works with a part of her 
family. 

When it comes to talking 
about missing women cases, 
Thomason said it can be hard. 

“Many of our girls, they try 
and numb themselves and not 
talk about it when we bring 
it up,” she said. “They face 
the fear every day of possibly 
not coming back. That hap¬ 
pens every time they jump 
in a vehicle.”

Klein’s 

daughter 

voting 

forNDP 

A daughter of former Alberta 
premier Ralph Klein is sup¬ 
porting the NDP in Tuesday’s 
provincial election. 

Angie Klein said Thursday 
that her famous father may 
have led the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives for 14 years, but it’s 
time for a new government. 
The Tories have had their turn 
running the province, and 
they’re not doing a good job, 
she said. 

Her father, who died in 2013, 
would have encouraged her to 
vote for the party of her choice, 
she said. “He’d say, ‘Go girl,’ 
I’m sure,” Klein said in a phone 
interview while working in her 
Edmonton flower shop. 

“He was a firm believer in 
following your heart and, quite 
frankly, he was a Liberal when 
he ran for the PCs.” 

Klein admitted that she sup¬ 
ported the NDP before and even 
voted for the New Democrats 
when her father was in office, 
although she’s not sure if he 
ever knew. They didn’t talk 
about politics much. 

Klein also appeared in a 
video set to rock music posted 
Thursday on YouTube. Wearing 
an orange shirt and holding a 
sign for Edmonton-Centre NDP 
candidate David Shepherd, she 
says she is veiy proud of many 
things her father accomplished 
as premier. 

“But one of the things I’m 
least proud of is the flat tax. I 
think that we should scrap the 
flat tax, and in order to scrap 
the flat tax, what we’ve got to 
do is we’ve got to vote NDP,” 
says Klein. “Say my staff mem¬ 
ber makes $12 an hour and 
someone else makes $1,200 an 
hour, they’re taxed at the same 
rate. That’s just ridiculous.”

Steel beams 
mysteriously

Three large steel girders that 
buckled on a key bridge under 
construction in Edmonton last 
month are being removed for 
repair or replacement. 


The damaged beams did start 
to straighten out, but the city 
says they will be sent back to 
the manufacturer for analysis. 

Structural engineers will de¬ 
cide whether the girders can be 
repaired or must be replaced. 

A fourth girder that was not 
damaged must also be moved so 
crews can get at the other beams.

Underground car 
scene revving up

Shelby Craclcston spends her 
days of late working on her car’s 
suspension geometry. 

And while her car — a rare, 
right-hand-drive Japanese mar¬ 
ket 1989 Nissan Skyline with a 
V8 from a Camaro she rebuilt 
and shoehomed under the hood 
— won’t be one of hundreds 
at this year’s first car meet on 
Saturday, Craclcston, 22, will be 
there checking out the whips. 

This weekend’s meet, which 
will attract potentially thou¬ 
sands of car owners, is projected 
to be the biggest ever and will 
overtake several parking lots. 

But much like the rest of Ed¬ 
monton’s car tuning and drift¬ 
ing scene, it’s relatively under¬ 
ground: The meet has no official 


name (though it raises money 
for charity), and it’s unofficially 
anticipated to spread to empty 
parking lots from its south Ed¬ 
monton roots to parking lots as 
far away NATL 

“There’s gotta be a few hun¬ 
dred car owners for sure,” Craclc- 
ston said of the meet. 

It’s that scene that set Craclc- 
ston on her path. Working on 
other peoples’ cars when she 
was as young as 14, she became 
a mechanic for her job and learn¬ 
ed through doing. Once she 
could afford her car, she built 
her Skyline to participate in the 
underground drifting scene in 
the city (think Fast and Furious: 
Tokyo Drift). 

The group has worked out a 
deal with the city’s racetrack, 
Castrol Raceway, near Nislcu. 
“It’s getting bigger and bigger,” 
Craclcston said of the drifting 
scene. “It started out grassroots.”

bridge on a busy commuter cor¬ 
ridor could be delayed by up to 
one year. 

No one was injured when 
the steel girders mysteriously 
buckled during installation in 
the middle of March.

Wildrose 
leader pledges 
crackdown 
on expenses

The PC party’s parties appear to 
cost a pretty penny when com¬ 
pared to those held by their 
opponents across the legisla¬ 
tive floor. 

A Metro analysis specifically 
of the hosting bills recouped 
by every MLA in the province 
from the end of 2012 to the 
end of 2014 revealed the top 
28 big spenders all are or were 
members of the Progressive 
Conservative party. 

The only outlier in the pack 
was Keriy Towle, the MLA for 
Innisfail-Sylvan Lake, who 
crossed the floor from the Wil¬ 
drose to the PCs late last year. 

“It sounds like she’s fitting 
into the right party,” said Brian 
Jean, the current leader of the 
Wildrose. 

He questioned the necessity 
of many hosting events and 
said he suspects they’re held 
for partisan reasons. 

Jean said big-time banquet 
bills and the like wouldn’t fly 
in Ottawa, where he previously 
served as a federal MP for the 
Fort McMurray area. 

“We didn’t have these kind 
of expense claims. We didn’t 
have this kind of opportunity 
and nor should we have this 
kind of opportunity,” he said. 
“It’s just outrageous.” 

Jean said if his party forms 
government, “there will be 
none of this in the future.” 

“We’re cutting all the perks 
— free gas, free oil changes, 
free car washes — all that stuff 
is gone,” he said. “Other Alber¬ 
tans that pay the taxes don’t

get that stuff for free.” 

Two Tories, Edmonton-Mill 
Woods MLA Sohail Quadri 
($26,023) and Calgary-Hawlc- 
wood MLA Jason Luan ($20,836) 
each single-handedly spent 
more on hosting than the five 
Liberal MLA representatives 
combined ($17,702) and the 
four NDP members ($10,040). 

But in an interview Thurs¬ 
day, Luan defended his bills, 
especially one for an Aging in 
Place Fair he helped organize 
last October and spent $3,000 
on. 

He said when he was ap¬ 
proached about the event, or¬ 
ganizers expected it to cost 
about $20,000, but he was able 
to secure donations and spon¬ 
sorships to cut down the final 
tab expensed to taxpayers. 

“We know the hosting was 
high, but the leveraged money

to the community was even 
higher,” he said. 

He said the event was an 
opportunity to talk about the 
issue of seniors who are look¬ 
ing for help staying in their 
homes. 

“It’s helping seniors stay in 
our community by bringing 
services to our community,” he 
said. “I know there was a will 
for the community, so what I 
did was I squeezed the budget 
from my office.” 

Luan admits the $5,000 he 
spent on a Calgary Stampede 
barbecue is also high, but he 
said the event attracts more 
than 3,000 people and the local 
community association picks 
up half the cost. 

“In these tight economic 
times, I don’t know if I am 
going to be able to continue 
offering that,” he said.

In an email, PC campaign 
spokesperson Mike Storeshaw 
said the party’s MLAs are all 
following the guidelines for 
expenses.

“MLAs 
have budgets for all constitu¬ 
ency activities, allocated by the 
Legislative Assembly Office.” 

Quadri did not respond to 
request for an interview. But 
earlier this year, he stirred con¬ 
troversy when Metro reported 
on a $5,000 banquet expense 
claim he submitted with no 
details on how many people 
attended or what exactly the 
money was spent on. 

Paige MacPherson, Alberta 
director for the Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation, said she be¬ 
lieves MLAs should be required

to foot the bill for events where 
they are unable to produce a 
proper receipt. 

MacPherson said she took 
less issue with the teeny ex¬ 
penses — some MLAs bill for 
items like a single cookie or 
cup of coffee. 

Still, she said: “Those are 
things that, if you really had 
top of mind that taxpayers are 
footing the bill, you would pay 
for it yourself.” 

Overall, the average Tory 
MLA spent $5,307 on hosting, 
compared to $3,540 spent by 
the average Liberal and $2,090 
spent on average by the five 
remaining Wildrosers after 
the December floor-crossings. 

The NDP appeared to be the 
most frugal when it came to 
hosting, with its four members 
spending an average of $2,008 
over the past two years.

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PUBLIC CONSULTATION 

City striving to get residents involved 


How is the city involving more 
people in public consultations? 
By starting with the “little 
things,” say officials. 

Using platforms like social 
media to engage the younger 
crowd and creating more on¬ 
line surveys, the city has been 
rolling out a broader plan to 
get Edmonton involved. 

“This is an ongoing initia¬ 
tive.” said Chris Ward, adminis¬ 
tration co-lead on what’s called 
the council-initiated public 


consultation project. 

“It’s going to take a lot of 
feedback, a lot of engagement,” 
Ward said. 

One of the longer-term ap¬ 
proaches being explored is 
turning public consultation 
open houses into “commun¬ 
ity gatherings,” according to 
a report going to council com¬ 
mittee Wednesday. 

The city has also had success 
with its Insight Community 
group, where individuals can

provide their feedback in an 
online forum. 

But while community mem¬ 
bers say the city’s progress isn’t 
going unnoticed, it’s still a mat¬ 


ter of knowing their voices are 
being heard. 

“People are going to en¬ 
gage when they feel their 
contributions impact deci¬ 
sions that will ultimately be 
made,” said Julie Kusielc, with 
the Queen Alexandra Cross¬ 
roads group. 

“They also need to know 
their voice matters and their 
voice is important to make 
those decisions.”

Edmonton is transforming, 
and there’s perhaps no bet¬ 
ter evidence than the upcom¬ 
ing menu of Jane’s Walks in 
the city — with 37 different 
planned. 

For Marianne Fedori, lead¬ 
er for the “Glenora: History 
facing change walk,” when 
you compare Calgary’s Jane’s 
Walks with Edmonton’s, it 
tells a story about a city on 
the edge of change. 

“Calgary has come into its 
own identity... where we’re 
constantly in a void in our 
urban decision-making be¬ 
tween what’s happened and 
what’s about to happen,” 
Fedori says. 

“We’re at the cusp where we 
can’t quite figure out where 
we want to identify for our¬ 
selves from the past to where 
we want to go to the future.” 

Ian Hosier, a city organiz¬ 
er for Jane’s Walks, says the 
walks are serving as a way 
to talk about a city that’s 


changing. 

“Certainly Jane’s Walk is a 
community conversation and 
things that are topical like 
the downtown development 
are a great example of that,” 
Hosier says. 

Hosier says change is a focal 
point for many of the walks, 
which range from Whitemud 
Creek to downtown transform¬ 
ation. 

“As much as we look at our 
neighbourhoods as constants 
in our minds, change is the 
only constant for our neigh¬ 
bourhoods,” he says. 

Jane’s Walks, which hon¬ 
our former urbanist Jane Ja¬ 
cobs and her thoughts about 
building neighbourhoods, are 
relatively new in Edmonton, 
though run globally. 

“We’re going to be a differ¬ 
ent city in a couple of years 
and I think this is the time 
for people to get involved. 
It’s hard for the citizenry to 
be involved because it’s so 
reactive,” says Fedori. 

The first Jane’s Walk starts 
at noon on Friday, with walks 
happening at various times on 
Saturday and Sunday as well.

Orange sweep won’t 
faze Jim Prentice

If Jim Prentice is worried 
about polling numbers that 
suggest an orange wave is 
sweeping Alberta — and with 
that the possibility he could 
lose next week — he doesn’t 
show it. 

“I trust the judgment of 
Albertans,” is all Prentice 
would say when asked about 
his chances before a $500-per- 
plate dinner in Edmonton on 
Thursday. “We have run a 
good campaign. We are work¬ 
ing hard and we won’t stop.” 

Prentice is leading a party 
with an unparalleled record 
in Canadian democracy. At 
no point has one party ruled 
any province as long as the 
44 years the Progressive Con¬ 
servatives have led Alberta. 

But he doesn’t dwell on that 
history or the fact that this 
historic winning streak could 
end with him. 

“I have been leading govern¬ 
ment for six to seven months,” 
he said. “I stepped back into 
public life a year ago, because 
I felt our province needed 
better.” 

Doug Griffiths, a former 
MLA and cabinet minister who 
once auditioned for the role 


Prentice plays, said the weight 
of that history is a blessing 
and a curse. 

“He is challenged, because 
he was brought in as the fresh 
outside face of renewal, but it 
seems like he has been very 
quickly tagged as an integral 
part of the 44-year dynasty.” 

Despite first running for 
the party in 1986, in Calgary- 
Mountain View (and losing to 
the NDP candidate), Prentice is 
seen by many as an outsider. 
He’s had a long career in fed¬ 
eral politics and a career in 
the private sector that took 
him out of the provincial fray. 

Griffiths said the challenge 
for Prentice now is that Alber¬ 
tans were always comfortable 
with the PC party changing — 
but no more political change 
than that. 

“People are not afraid of 
some sort of change any¬ 
more,” he said. “It may be that 
Albertans are saying, What 
do we have to lose?”’ 


Edmonton-Strathcona 

While the institution itself is 
just outside the riding’s edge, 
the University of Alberta looms 
large on the landscape of Ed¬ 
monton-Strathcona, where 
thousands of its students and 
staff live. 

“Edmonton’s post-secondary 
system is really the lifeblood of 
our current economy and our 
future economy,” said Brad Fer¬ 
guson, the head of Edmonton 
Economic Development, about 
the school and the other cam¬ 
puses in the city. 

Post-secondary is a key issue, 
then, for the riding in the com¬ 
ing election. 

Ferguson said that while the 
school is important to students 
and staff, its business impact is 
also enormous. 

“It graduates 10,000 prod¬ 
ucts a year that walk across 


the stage on two legs into our 
marketplace,” he said. 

The government’s budget cut 
funding to all post-secondary in¬ 
stitutions by four per cent over 
the next two years. Ferguson 
said that regardless of the dol¬ 
lars, the province needs a clear 
vision for the sector. 

“What we have struggled 
with is an inconsistent fund¬ 
ing environment,” he said. “We 
have had six ministers over the 
last seven years, so we don’t 
have a lot of continuity.” 

NDP candidate Rachel Notley 
said her biggest concern about 
the cuts is what they do to stu¬ 
dents and families. 

“We don’t want law school 
and medicine and engineering 
to be something that’s only 
available to the kids of lawyers 
and doctors and engineers.”

Safe-injection sites 
get one step closer 


DZIEKANSKI CASE 

Mountie 

A second Mountie has been ac¬ 
quitted of perjury stemming 
from a public inquiry into Rob¬ 
ert Dzielcanski’s death at Van¬ 
couver’s airport. 

Const. Gerry Rundel was 
charged with lying during his 
testimony at the inquiry related 
to the Polish immigrant’s death 
in October 2007. 

Const. Bill Bentley was acquit¬ 


ted of his perjury charge in 2013, 
though the Crown is appealing 
the verdict. 

Former corporal Benjamin 
(Monty) Robinson was convicted 
last month of the same charge, 
while Const. Kwesi Millington 
was convicted in February and 
is awaiting a sentencing hearing. 

The four officers were sum¬ 
moned to the airport when 


Dzielcanslci started throwing 
furniture in the international ter¬ 
minal, and one of them stunned 
him repeatedly with a Taser. 

The Crown alleged the officers 
colluded on a story to tell homi¬ 
cide investigators and then lied at 
the inquiry to explain why their 
initial accounts contradicted an 
witness’ video.

MONTREAL 

Federal OK the 
next stage after 
approval from 
province 

The Quebec government has 
given the green light to a pro¬ 
ject introducing facilities in 
the Montreal area where drug 
users can legally and safely in¬ 
ject themselves, but it’s still 
far from becoming a reality. 

Final approval for safe-in¬ 
jection sites rests with the 
federal government, which 
has strongly criticized offer¬ 
ing drug users legal spaces to 
consume illegal substances. 

In order to operate a safe- 
injection site, the federal 
government must grant an 
exemption under the Con¬ 
trolled Drugs and Substan¬ 
ces Act. 

In 2011, the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled Ottawa’s re¬ 
fusal to renew the exemption 
for Vancouver’s injection site 


— the only one of its kind 
in Canada — was unconsti¬ 
tutional because it deprived 
people access to potentially 
life-saving medical care. 

In response, the Conserva¬ 
tive government tabled strict 
new legislation on safe-injec¬ 
tion sites giv¬ 
ing the federal 
health minister 
discretion to 
approve an ap¬ 
plication only 
under “excep¬ 
tional circum¬ 
stances” and 
only after ap¬ 
plicants fulfil 
a long list of 
onerous obligations. 

The bill is currently being 
debated in the Senate. 

Health Canada said in a 
statement that it doesn’t pub¬ 
licly comment on applications 
for such exemptions and there 
is no timetable for a decision 
on permits for four Montreal 
sites — three located in com¬ 
munity organizations and a 
fourth that will be mobile. 


Canada’s only legal, operat¬ 
ing, safe-injection site — called 
Insite — has been running in 
Vancouver since 2003. 

Lucie Charlebois, Quebec’s 
junior public-health minister, 
said safe-injection sites reduce 
the risk of drug overdoses and 
offer other so¬ 
cial and health 
benefits. 

Cather¬ 
ine Maurice, 
spokeswoman 
for Montreal 
Mayor Denis 
Coderre, said 
the safe-injec¬ 
tion file “is a 
priority for the 

mayor.” 

If the project gets the go- 
ahead from Ottawa, the first 
injection site will be in Cactus 
Montreal, a community or¬ 
ganization that works to pre¬ 
vent blood-borne and sexually 
transmitted infections and 
which created North America’s 
first needle-exchange program 
in 1989.

Russia’s news agency is reporting 
that former Liberal prime min¬ 
ister Jean Chretien met Russian 
President Vladimir Putin in one 
of his palaces near Moscow on 
Thursday. 

The meeting is a slap to the 
Conservative government of 
Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er, which has moved to politic¬ 
ally isolate the Russian leader, 
blaming him for the unrest in 
Ukraine and Russia’s annexation 
of Crimea last year. 

Harper has avoided direct con¬ 
tact with Putin, save for a brief 
and memorable handshake at 
the G20 summit in Australia 
last year, at which he tersely 
told the Russian leader to “get 
out” of Ukraine. 

Putin is seen smiling at Chre¬ 
tien in a photo by the TASS news 


agency, that shows the two men 
sitting in gold-and-white arm 
chairs in an ornate room. 

Another news agency posted 
video of the meeting on YouTube. 

“Putin and Chretien ex¬ 
changed opinions on the cur¬ 


rent status of international af¬ 
fairs and discussed the painful 
points of current international 
situation,” Kremlin spokesman 
Dmitry Peskov said in the TASS 
report. 

“It’s well known they have 


friendly relations or I’d even say 
relations of partnership.” 

There was no immediate com¬ 
ment from Foreign Affairs Min¬ 
ister Rob Nicholson or Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper.

Happy-looking families, soccer¬ 
playing children and friendly 
neighbours are a staple of prime¬ 
time television these days as the 
Conservative government chums 
out post-budget advertising spots 
with the use of millions of dol¬ 
lars in taxpayers’ money. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harp¬ 
er says it’s needed to make the 
public aware of Ottawa’s pro¬ 
grams. But the government ad 
blitzes, which have cost an esti¬ 
mated $750 million since Harper 
took power, are fuelling a fierce 
pushback from those who see 
the messaging as too pro-Con- 
servative. 

The Canadian Taxpayers Fed¬ 
eration (CTF) says the ads are 
torqued for partisan gain, are a 
waste of precious financial re¬ 
sources and an affront to demo¬ 
cratic fairness. 

“It seems to me that everyone 
agrees the amount that’s being 
spent now is too much,” said CTF 
federal director Aaron Wudriclc. 

The Conservatives have often 
been criticized for the 2013 Can¬ 
ada Job Grant ads, which ran long 
before the program was put in 
place. Democracy Watch, the 
Ottawa-based citizens’ reform 
group, has launched a letter¬ 
writing campaign calling on 
federal auditor general Michael 
Ferguson to investigate what it 
calls “dishonest, wasteful ads.” 

Federal opposition parties 
have also stepped up their com¬ 
plaints about the television, 
radio, billboard and online ads 
in the wake of the Harper gov¬ 
ernment’s pre-election budget.

Being called an ice princess, or a 
slut, or told that they only joined 
the army to find a man: Those 
are just some modest examples 
of the misogynistic, highly sex¬ 
ualized culture that pervades the 
Canadian military and confronts 
its female members every day, a 
long-awaited sexual misconduct 
review said Thursday. 

Eradicating that culture will 
take time and a concerted ef¬ 
fort from military leadership, 
former Supreme Court justice 
Marie Deschamps said in her 
report — a conclusion agreed 
to by top Canadian Forces brass. 

They part ways, however, on 
the question of whether the prob¬ 
lem can be resolved within the 
military itself or whether it de¬ 
mands outside help. 

Deschamps’ study, made pub¬ 
lic Thursday, documented a sex¬ 
ualized culture that new soldiers 
encounter the minute they join 
— one so pervasive they eventu¬ 
ally become desensitized to it. 

The result is an environment 
where women are afraid to re¬ 
port allegations of sexual harass¬ 
ment or assault because they fear 
career repercussions or not being 
believed by their chain of com¬ 
mand, the report found. 

Deschamps said she was able 
to document the extent of the 
problem — far worse than the 
military had ever previously been 
willing to acknowledge—mainly 
because she’s not a soldier. 

“The members at present do 
not have the sufficient confi¬ 
dence to report the incidents, and 
one of the reasons they came to 
me is that they were confident 
they were speaking in total ano¬ 
nymity, they were confident they 
could speak to me,” she said. 

One of Deschamps’ key recom¬ 
mendations is to take the existing 
complaint and support process 
outside the military bureau¬ 


cracy and create an independ¬ 
ent agency, similar to those in 
the U.S. and Australia. 

Gen. Tom Lawson, chief of 
the defence staff, called the idea 
“unique,” and “interesting” but 
one requiring further study. He 
refused to commit to establish¬ 
ing such an agency. 

In the end, the military only 
outright accepted two of the 
report’s 10 recommendations 
— that they acknowledge there 
is a problem and that a broad 
culture shift is required to fix it. 

The remainder, which 
stemmed from the creation of 
the independent centre as the 
place to further overhaul existing 
policies and systems, were ac¬ 
cepted only on principle. 

The Forces said they are con¬ 
ducting several reviews to de¬ 
termine best practices and are 
promising public updates on 
their progress by fall. 


® REPORT 

The report — which Gen. 
Tom Lawson called disturb¬ 
ing — involved more than 
700 interviews. It detailed 
rape jokes, innuendo and 
crude, casual references to 
female genitalia as some of 
the incidents faced by sol¬ 
diers. It also provided an in¬ 
sight into the perpetrators. 

"For example, a common¬

Committing to more study 
isn’t going to change a culture, 
said NDP defence critic Jack 
Harris.

Australia’s political oppos¬ 
ition accused the government 
of winding back the countiy’s 
rejection of the death penalty 
during a heated debate Thurs¬ 
day following Indonesia’s exe¬ 
cution of two Australian drug 
traffickers. 

The execution by firing squad 
of eight drug convicts, including 
the two Australians, has rekin¬ 
dled fiery criticism of the role 
Australian police played in 2005 
in tipping off their Indonesian 
counterparts about a plot led by 
the two men to smuggle more 
than eight kilograms of heroin 
from Bali to Sydney. 

The two men, Myuran Suku- 
maran, 33, and Andrew Chan, 
34, were executed Wednes¬ 
day. Other members of the 
so-called Bali Nine ring they 
masterminded received lengthy 
prison sentences. 

Australia retaliated by with¬ 
drawing its ambassador from 
Jakarta, but ruled out down¬ 
grading its co-operation with 
Indonesian police, which it 
regards as a crucial defence 
against global terrorism. 

Critics argue that Australia 
weakened its anti-capital pun¬ 
ishment credentials when it 
failed to criticize Indonesia in 
2008 for executing three Indo-

nesian terrorists responsible for 
bombings on Bali in 2002 that 
killed 202 people, including 88 
Australians. 

The opposition Labour Party 
on Thursday accused the gov¬ 
ernment of playing down Aus¬ 
tralia’s opposition to the death 
penalty in its latest directive to 
the Australian Federal Police on 
how it should co-operate with 
other police forces, including 
that of Indonesia. 

Labour questioned why Jus¬ 
tice Minister Michael Keenan 
had removed from his latest 
directive a requirement that 
police “take account of the gov¬ 
ernment’s long-standing oppos¬ 
ition to the application of the 
death penalty in performing its 
international liaison functions.” 

The directive, issued last May, 
outlines the government’s pri¬ 
orities and expectations for 
police. 

Opposition leader Bill Short¬ 
en said the directive under¬ 
mined protocols aimed at 
preventing Australian police 
co-operation from leading to 
the execution of Australians. 

He told reporters that Labour 
wants to make sure that such 
executions “can’t happen 
again.” 

“I’m pretty outraged and of¬ 
fended that the Labour Party 
would use the tragedy of two 
Australians being executed to 
make what is an incredibly 
cheap and invalid point,” Kee¬ 
nan said. 

Amnesty International said 
in a statement Thursday that 
“Australia and its agencies must 
take a consistent and principled 
stance against the death penalty 
in all circumstances.”

Relatives hope 
Pope will open

Family members of people 
forcibly “disappeared” during 
Argentina’s 1976-83 military dic¬ 
tatorship are hoping Pope Francis 
will order the opening of files 
from the era. 

Graciela Palacio de Lois, a 


member of the group Families of 
the Disappeared and Held for Pol¬ 
itical Reasons, said Thursday that 
the Argentine-bom pope showed 
signs of wanting to release the 
files during the meeting. 

The files contain complaints 
to the papal nuncio in Argentina 
and the episcopate by families 
of those disappeared during the 
military crackdown, including 
Palacio de Lois’ letter denoun¬ 
cing the 1976 disappearance of 
her husband.

But she said that when the

“The Pope also said they’re 
working on that and they’re pre¬ 
paring a document,” Palacio de 
Lois said. She said the informa¬ 
tion was later confirmed by Mon¬ 
signor Giuseppe Laterza of the 
Vatican secretariat of state. 

Official estimates say 13,000 
people were killed or disappeared 
in a government-sponsored 
crackdown on leftist dissidents 
during Argentina’s “Dirty War.”

Rescue brings 
unexpected joy 
to city reeling 
from disaster 

The 15-year-old boy had been 
buried alive under the rubble 
of Nepal’s quake-stricken capital 
for five days, listening to bulldoz¬ 
ers clearing mountains of deb¬ 
ris, fearful the incessant after¬ 
shocks might finally collapse 
the darkened crevice where he 
was trapped. 

And then, “all of a sudden I 
saw light,” Pemba Tamang said. 


recounting the moment he was 
pulled from a hole at the bottom 
of what was once a seven-stoiy 
building in Kathmandu. 

Tamang did not know 
whether he was alive or dead. 
“I thought I was hallucinating,” 
he said. 

The rescue was an uplifting 
moment in Nepal, which has 
been overwhelmed by death 
and destruction since a 7.8-mag¬ 
nitude earthquake hit Saturday. 

By late Thursday, the govern¬ 
ment said the toll from the trem¬ 
or, the most powerful recorded 
there since 1934, had risen to 
6,130 dead and 13,827 injured. 

After night fell, police re¬ 
ported another dramatic res¬ 


cue: a woman in her 20s, Krishna 
Devi Khadlca, was pulled from a 
building in the same neighbour¬ 
hood as Tamang near Kathman¬ 
du’s main bus terminal, accord¬ 
ing to an officer who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

Nepal, however, is far from 
normal. More than 70 after¬ 
shocks have been recorded in 
the Himalayan region by Indian 
scientists in the past five days. 


according to J.L. Gautam, the 
director of seismology at the 
Indian Meteorological Depart¬ 
ment in New Delhi. 

Shortages of food and water 
and worry over the fate of rela¬ 
tives have triggered an exodus 
from the capital, prompting 
thousands to board buses pro¬ 
vided by the government to their 
rural hometowns.

Militants get life for 
attack on Malala

Another 150 captives 
rescued by military 


A Pakistani court on Thursday 
sentenced 10 militants to life 
in prison for their involvement 
in the 2012 attack on teenage 
activist Malala Yousafzai, a pub¬ 
lic prosecutor said. 

Sayed Naeem said the court 
announced the ruling at an 
undisclosed location because 
of security concerns. 

“Each militant got 25 years 
in jail. It is life in prison for the 
10 militants who were tried by 
an anti-terrorist court,” he said. 

In Pakistan, 25 years is con¬ 


sidered a life sentence. 

Malala was shot in the head 
by the Pakistani Taliban when 
she was returning from school. 
The militants targeted her be¬ 
cause she advocated education 
for women. Malala was initially 
treated in Pakistan but was 
later flown to a hospital in 
Britain, where she now lives. 

Malala, now 17, won world 
acclaim for her campaign and 
last year was awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize.

More women and children have 
been rescued from Islamic ex¬ 
tremists in the remote Sambisa 
Forest by Nigerian troops amid 
reports that some of the women 
have fought their rescuers. 

The Nigerian military first 
reported rescuing almost 300 
women and children on Tuesday 
after deploying ground troops 
into the forest more than a 
week ago. The army spokesman. 
Col. Sani Usman, told The As¬ 
sociated Press on Thursday that 
more than 100 girls and more 


than 50 women were rescued, 
apart from the first reported 
group. 

He also said in a statement 
that several lives were lost, in¬ 
cluding that of a soldier and a 
woman, during shootouts in 
nine separate extremist camps 
in the forest. 

It remained unclear if any 
of the schoolgirls kidnapped 
from the northeastern town of 
Chibolc a year ago were among 
those rescued.

Heavy rains 
could lead to 
devastating 
volcanic mud 

The Calbuco volcano erupted 
again on Thursday, sending dark 
bursts of ash and hot rock bil¬ 
lowing four kilometres into the 
air and prompting Chilean offi¬ 
cials to order a new evacuation 
of nearby areas. 

Thick clouds boiled out of 
a 2,000-metre cone, bringing 
the threat of new, heavy ash 
fall over villagers struggling to 
clean up from two huge blasts 
last week. The surrounding area 
was evacuated after the volcano 
first erupted last Wednesday 
afternoon, but many people 
had begun to return to their 
ash-drowned homes. 

“We were working, clean¬ 
ing the ash and sand from our 
homes when this third eruption 
took place. I feel so much anger 
and impotence it just breaks me 


apart,” Horacio Camano, 43, said 
sobbing after fleeing the town 
of Ensenada with his family. 

“There are no words for hav¬ 
ing to live this over again — hav¬ 
ing our families worried about 
us, all phones collapsed. I just 
want this to calm down so we 
can return home.” 

The eruptions at the Calbuco 
are the first in more than four 
decades. More than 4,500 people 
have been evacuated since the 
Calbuco roared back to life on 
April 22, sending ash about 18 
kilometres into the sky. 

Hours later, it produced a 
second, spectacular outburst 
that turned the nighttime sky 
reddish orange and caused 
huge lightning bolts to crackle 
through its ash plume. 

The ash from those eruptions 
spread across the southern part 
of the continent, disrupting 
flights all the way in Argentina’s 
capital, Buenos Aires, and caus¬ 
ing widespread economic dam¬ 
age by turning cattle pastures 
barren and choking fish in one 
of the world’s top salmon-pro¬ 
ducing countries. 


“This latest eruption is 
much smaller than the other 
two,” Deputy Interior Minister 
Mahmud Aleuy said during a 
news conference, adding that 
while the situation is not dan¬ 
gerous so far, some 2,500 people 
will be pulled out. 

“We’re talking about a plume 
that is about four kilometres 
and that is directed toward the 
southern part of the volcano, so 
we shouldn’t have major prob¬ 
lems except for those who live 
in the south of the volcano and 
who will be hit by ash.” 

The director of the National 
Mining and Geology service said 
that new eruptions greater than 
those last week are not expected. 
But he warned that rains, which 
are expected to fall beginning 


on Friday, could lead to devas¬ 
tating volcanic mud, known 
as lahars, which are capable of 
levelling anything in their path 
once in motion. 

“Lahars are possible if we get 
heavy rains, so it’s still a con¬ 
cern,” said Rodrigo Alvarez, the 
head of the service. “This emis¬ 
sion should begin to weaken 
in the coming hours and we’ll 
have new forecasts. For now we 
remain on high alert.” 

Last week, LATAM and other 
airline companies cancelled sev¬ 
eral flights as a precaution be¬ 
cause ash can severely damage 
jet engines. But LAN, the Chilean 
unit of LATAM, said its flights 
were not disrupted by the latest 
eruption.

Building firm says 
no one goes faster 


A Chinese construction com¬ 
pany is claiming to be the world’s 
fastest builder after erecting a 
57-stoiy skyscraper in 19 work¬ 
ing days in central China. 

The Broad Sustainable Build¬ 
ing Co. put up the rectangular, 
glass-and-steel Mini Sky City in 
the Hunan provincial capital 
of Changsha using a modular 
method, assembling three floors 
per day, company vice-president 
Xiao Changgeng said. 

The company, which has am¬ 
bitions to assemble the world’s 
tallest skyscraper at 220 floors 
in only three months, worked 
on Mini Sky City in two spurts 
separated by winter weather. Its 


time-lapse video of the rapid as¬ 
sembly has become popular on 
Chinese video-sharing sites since 
it was first uploaded on YouTube. 

Such modular approaches 
have been used for high-rise 
apartment blocks elsewhere, 
including in Britain and the 
U.S. Some critics say the meth¬ 
od could lead to cityscapes with 
overly uniform architecture. 

Iiu Peng, associate director of 
the engineering consulting firm 
ARUP Beijing, said the method 
could become a safe and reliable 
way to build skyscrapers rapidly.

New Canadians less 
ofa eredit risk: Study 


BANKS 

National rates 
for delinquency 
20 % lower in 
immig rants 

New Canadians are a better cred¬ 
it risk than the general popula¬ 
tion, even though banks still 
tend to view immigrant invest¬ 
ors more cautiously due to a 


lack of financial background 
information, says a new Equifax 
Canada study. 

“There is a common miscon¬ 
ception that providing credit to 
new immigrants is a risky move 
for financial institutions, but the 
fact is that immigrants have a 
20 per cent lower delinquency 
than the national average of the 
general population,” explains 
Regina Malina, senior director 
of decision insights at Equifax 
Canada. 


In her latest report, she says 
lenders often approach new Can¬ 
adians with caution, and wind 
up presenting these customers 
with a limited product selec¬ 
tion for credit due to a lack of 
insight into their credit histoiy 
and risk score. 

As a result, limited credit op¬ 
tions tend to push customers to 
seek credit with another institu¬ 
tion because the initial options 
available to them may not meet 
their changing needs. 


Between 2006 and 2011, ap¬ 
proximately 1.2 million people 
immigrated to Canada, primarily 
from China and India, and one 
of the first things newcomers 
do is apply for credit to secure 
housing, car loans and phones, 
she said.

Selfie sticks—please

Organizers of Grand Slam ten¬ 
nis tournament, Wimbledon, 
announced this week that they 
will be banning selfie sticks 
from this year’s event and I 
say, “Point Wimbledon!” 

If you don’t know, selfie 
sticks — sometimes referred 
to as “The Wand of Narcissus” 
or “narcissisticlcs” — are long 
poles to the end of which one 
attaches their smartphone, al¬ 
lowing for better, wider selfies. 

The first time I saw a selfie 
stick in a store I thought it was 
a gag gift, akin to those wine 
glasses that hold an entire bot¬ 
tle of wine or fake doggy-doo. 

When I realized it wasn’t a 
joke, I wondered who could 
be SO dedicated to taking pic¬ 
tures of themselves that they

I’m not saying I’ve never 
taken a selfie.

"A searing portrait 
of harassment, 
abuse and rape" 


We now know — beyond 
doubt — that military life is 
soaked in sexual harassment. 

A report released Thursday 
details in 100-odd pages a 
sick "sexualized culture" in the 
Canadian Armed Forces. It's a 
searing portrait of harassment, 
abuse, rape and the silencing 
of victims. 

But no perpetrators are held 
accountable in this report. 

It's focused on "policies, 
procedures and programs" 
around sexual misconduct and 
condemns all three. 

Author and former judge 
Marie Deschamps wasn't 
asked by military brass to 
investigate assaults. They 
think they're already doing a 
good job with that. The report 
says they're wrong, and I can't 
understand why her recom¬ 
mendations don't call for a full 
investigation into cases that 
have been, as her report de¬ 
tails, swept under the rug by a 
farcical complaints-resolution 
policy that treats sex crimes as 
misunderstandings. 

Without that, military lead¬ 
ers, and criminals, can hide 
behind "the culture" — with no 
accountability in the ranks. 

Culture is a wispy, hard-to- 
pin-down fog that lays blame 
on everyone and no one. 

Gen. Tom Lawson, chief 
of the defence staff, and 
Maj.-Gen. Chris Whitecross 
— the woman tasked with 
implementing change — both 
admitted during a press 
conference to witnessing a 
sexualized work environment, 
something Lawson said "be¬ 


came uncomfortable" when 
women joined the ranks. 

Deschamps documents 
"sexual jokes, innuendos, dis¬ 
criminatory comments... and 
unwelcome sexual touching," 
which are conducive to "sex¬ 
ual harassment and assault." 

One man told Deschamps, 
"girls that come to the Army 
know what to expect." 

Military women (and 
LGBTQ) must conform to this 
environment, because filing 
complaints would risk their 
careers, the report says. Most 
choose the jobs they love over 
justice. They can't have both. 

Lawson did promise 
change. "I will not accept 
anything less" than exemplary 
conduct, he said. 

But from the gist of the re¬ 
port, he'd have a pretty barren 
barracks if every officer who 
didn't live up to his "exem¬ 
plary" standards was expelled. 

Maybe a truth and recon¬ 
ciliation program is needed, 
where senior officers and 
others admit to and apologize 
for their own behaviour with¬ 
out fear of reprisal. 

Phillip Millar, a former officer 
and now a lawyer who repre¬ 
sents military sexual assault 
victims, said such a program 
could mean a meaningful 
change in tone from on high. 
Otherwise, no one is going to 
admit to anything, he told me. 

"Influential people, respect¬ 
ed and good people, have 
allowed or engaged in it," he 
said. Given that, we shouldn't 
be surprised that "culture," not 
people, will be blamed.

It’s not a spoiler to let you know 
the Avengers save the world in 
Age of Ultron. The spectacular 
six have rescued the planet be¬ 
fore and, no doubt, will save it 
again in the future. In super¬ 
hero movies the globe is always 
on the eve of destruction. 

The original movie, 2012’s 
The Avengers, saw the team 
protect the planet from Th¬ 
or’s evil brother Lolci while 
in Superman II, the Man of 
Steel battles three Kryptonian 
criminals set to obliterate our 
orb. A baddie named M tries to 
wage world war in The League 
Of Extraordinary Gentlemen 
and recently the Fantastic Four 
prevented a giant cosmic entity 
called Galactus from gobbling 
up the earth. 

“I see a suit of armour around 
the world,” says Tony Stark in 
Age of Ultron. “Peace in our 
time, imagine that.” 

The movies get bigger eveiy 
time out and with 30 more 
superhero flicks scheduled for 
the next five years — includ¬ 
ing Deadpool, Doctor Strange 
and Gambit — the mind reels 
at the ways villains might en¬ 


danger our world. It sounds 
entertaining but haven’t we’ve 
already been there? Where do 
you go from the threat of total 
annihilation? 

Diminishing returns in terms 
of audience reaction, that’s 
where. 

We all know The Avengers 
will pull out all the stops to 
save Earth. Buildings will 
crumble, trucks will go air¬ 
borne and giant cracks will ap¬ 
pear where city streets used to 
be, but by the end credits you 
know everyone will emerge 
relatively unscathed, with the 
bad people vanquished and 
the good guys grinning from 
ear to ear. 

Viewers are left with CGI fa¬ 
tigue, but damn it, a catastro¬ 
phe was averted. Again. 

But we’ve been there, done 
that. Why not freshen things 
up and turn back the hands 
of the doomsday clock a few 
minutes to create tension in 
the form of different kinds of 
situations? 

It sounds counterintuitive — 
bigger is always better, right? 
— but imagine Captain America 
going mano a mano with Kim 
Jong-un or Iron Man shrinking 
down to the size of a microbe 
to battle cancer from the inside 
a la Fantastic Voyage. 

The real world is a veiy com¬ 
plicated place. Every day the 
news delivers more bad infor¬ 
mation than all the tragedies 
of Aeschylus and Sophocles 
combined. 

Stories of beheadings, terror¬ 
ism and all manner of terrible 
behaviour flood the airwaves 
aching to be corrected by some 
sort of superhero. 


How great would it be to see 
warrior princess of the Ama¬ 
zons Wonder Woman unleash 
the Lasso of Truth on the Can¬ 
adian Senate or weather maven 
Storm get all medieval on cli¬ 
mate change? 

An injection of real-world 
issues might not make for 
big box office, but it certainly 
would infuse the movies with 
a sense of unpredictability — 
just like real life events. Real 


life is messy and volatile and 
that’s what keeps it interesting. 

I understand one of the rea¬ 
sons we go to movies like The 
Avengers: Age of Ultron is to 
see things we’ll never witness 
in real life, but it’s hard not to 
agree with Hawlceye (Jeremy 
Renner) when he says: 

“We’re fighting an army of 
robots and I have a bow and 
arrow — it makes no sense!” 

These movies tiy to dazzle 


our eyes — and they do! — 
but bringing them down to 


earth, literally, might help us 
engage our brains as well.

For her latest movie, Helen 
Hunt was energized by a hobby 
she took up relatively late in 
life to break free from her com¬ 
fort zone — surfing.

If anyone thought Andy Sum¬ 
mers was simply The Police’s 
guitarist, the rock doc Can’t 
Stand Losing You: Surviving 
The Police puts things straight. 

As much as this is a story 
of the legendary trio — com¬ 
prising Summers, Sting, and 
Stewart Copeland — it’s Sum¬ 
mers’s stoiy, based on his 2006 
memoir One Train Later. 

“When I was doing the 
book, I didn’t want to write 
about The Police at all,” Sum¬ 
mers tells Metro. “It was the 
most difficult part to write 
about.” 

Summers narrates the film 
and, in between Police hits, 
his unobtrusive score supports 
the visuals. 

Summers doesn’t gloss over 
his personal and career lows, 
and talks freely about drugs 
and partying — in the doc, he 
and Copeland hook up with 
the late John Belushi at one 
point. 

But overall, The Police’s 
musical bond is obvious and, 
even when the cracks appear, 
the band seems dignified in 
their differences. 

“I’ve never heard anyone 
say that about our band be¬ 
fore,” Summers chuckles at 
the word dignified. “But the 


press did portray us as three 
guys who hated each other 
24/7. 

“It’s not true. What I like 
about the film is it does reveal 


the camaraderie and the hu¬ 
mour.... We had too many good 
times and such success. Ob¬ 
viously, something worked.”

RARE CONDITION 

Woman has 
no episodic 
memory, can’t 
relive life events 

When Susie McKinnon was a 
child, she had a stock answer 
when anyone asked if she re¬ 
membered an event in her life. 

“Not really,” McKinnon, now 
60, would reply 

McKinnon has no episodic 
memory. She can’t form mem¬ 
ories about events in her life, 
or relive her past by calling up 
images of bygone times. 

The condition is called se¬ 
verely deficient autobiograph¬ 
ical memory, or SDAM, a name 
devised by researchers at the 
Rotman Research Institute at 
Toronto’s Baycrest Health Sci¬ 
ences Centre, who have studied 
McKinnon and two other people 
with similar memory deficits. 

The Baycrest team recently 
published research on the newly 
described condition in the med¬ 
ical journal Neuropsychologia. 

In an interview, McKinnon 
says she only realized her mem-

Starbucks wait times 
get shorter with pilot 
project 

Time-crunched, caffeine- 
deprived New York¬ 
ers are getting express 
Starbucks stores de¬ 
signed to shorten wait 
times thanks to "mobile" 
points of sale in a newly 
launched pilot project. 

Not far off the heels of 
the opening of its Reserve 
Roastery and Tasting Room 
in Seattle (pitched as the 
Willy Wonka theatre of 
coffee), the coffee giant 
has announced plans to 
open several express for¬ 
mat stores, starting in the 
heart of New York's Finan¬ 
cial District. 

At 538 square feet (50 
square metres), the first 
store, located on the 
ground floor of the Four¬ 
teen Wall Street Building, 
is small and compact.

McKinnon’s responses struck her 
as unusual, prompting Mc¬ 
Kinnon to start asking 
others if they actual¬ 
ly remembered epi¬ 
sodes of their past. 

She was flab¬ 
bergasted by the 
replies. 

“I just assumed 
eveiyone was making 
up stories, because I certain¬ 
ly was,” she says, adding she 
thought this was an accepted 


part of social interaction. 

Her semantic memory—the 
part that allows her to learn facts 
— is fine. Asking if she remem¬ 
bers her high school prom illus¬ 
trates the difference between the 
two types of memory. 

“If you ask me about prom, 
I know that I didn’t go to prom 
and I know

about that,” she says. 

McKinnon spent years, off and 
on, trying to find ref¬ 
erences to her type 
of memory issue. 
Before the Inter¬ 
net, that was 
tough. Nearly 
10 years ago, 
she happened 
upon an article 
on Endel Tulving, a 
giant in memory studies 
who is a scientist emeritus at 
Baycrest. Tulving opined that 


there were probably people who 
don’t have episodic memory — 
in other words, people just like 
McKinnon. 

She eventually reached out by 
email to another neuroscientist 
at Baycrest, Brian Levine, who 
has since studied McKinnon. 

She’s ecstatic to finally have 
answers and to know that there 
are other people like her. And 
while in Toronto working with 
the Baycrest team, she got a 
chance to meet and thank Tulv¬ 
ing. 

“He gave me the words, 
he gave me the concept that 
matched me,” she explains. 

McKinnon says she has no 
angst about her memory deficit, 
though she admits to occasion¬ 
ally feeling wistful when she 
hears friends recounting experi¬ 
ences from their past. 

Still, there are pluses. Mc¬ 
Kinnon lives in the moment 
and isn’t plagued by self-doubts 
about how she handled a situa¬ 
tion, for instance. And she’s the 
first to admit she can’t hold a 
grudge. 

“It’s impossible for me to stay 
mad at somebody because I don’t 
remember,” McKinnon says with 
a chuckle, the Canadian press

Carey Mulligan says she 
wasn’t really looking to do 
another period drama when 
Far from the Madding Crowd 
came along. 

She’s always done them, 
however, the role of Bath¬ 
sheba Everdene — a head¬ 
strong, independent woman 
juggling three suitors to 
whom she’s either indiffer¬ 
ent or weirdly into — was too 
good to turn down. 

The actress talks about 
how this Thomas Hardy 
adaptation was different and 
whether she’d ever do some¬ 
thing bigger and splashier. 

The uniqueness of Bath¬ 
sheba Everdene: What I was 
so excited about was that it’s 
a story that started with a 
woman who turned down a 
proposal of marriage. And a 
good one. 

It’s a young woman in one 
of the Victorian classics that 
doesn’t start her story looking 
to be married and isn’t look¬ 
ing to be defined by a man. It 
really hasn’t crossed her mind 
that she would be married. 

That was so exciting. That 
was obviously not the view¬ 
point of most women of the 
time. And throughout the 
story she enjoys bucking so¬ 
cial conventions. She’s incred¬ 
ibly complicated and stubborn 


and fallible and spontan¬ 
eous and impetuous — all 
these things mixed together. 

On the other actors: When 
you get to work with actors 
like this, there’s a certain se¬ 
curity — especially when you 
make an idiot of yourself in the 
first week, which is what I did. 

On director Thomas Vinter- 
bergh: We had so many ex¬ 


tensive, long conversations, 
going around and around 
on things. And Thomas said 
things over and over and over 
again. It was really annoy¬ 
ing. By the time we were on 
set we were set on an idea. 
It was a complete collabora¬ 
tion between all of our ideas. 
I was never going to fall into 
some kind of stereotype. 

On the costumes: We wanted

to feel like real people and 
not actors wearing outfits, 
not people wearing makeup 
— but still vaguely attractive 
in daylight. 

We never wanted it to feel 
like a buttoned-up costume 
drama, where people wear 
outfits and look uncomfort¬ 
able. It was about real people. 
The way Thomas shoots it’s all 
about performances. The era is 
reflected in the costumes. The 
makeup and the hair, because 
we were outside all the time, 
could get ruined immediately. 

It had to be endurable and 
functional. But they always 
made us look good, which 
was a bonus. 

The idea of her ever taking 
an action movie role: Never 
say never to anything. The 
decisions I’ve made over the 
last couple years have been 
driven by the characters and 
the scripts and the directors. 

I’m always drawn to really 
strong characters, but also 
characters that have a lot to 
them. I’m not really interested 
in playing two-dimensional 
people. 

But what’s amazing about 
Bathsheba is how complex 
and mixed-up and strong and 
resilient — she’s just so many 
things in one. That’s what I’m 
driven by. And if that came in 
the form of some action hero, 
then of course, that’d be great. 
But it might not happen.

GAY 'PROPAGANDA' 

Russian MP 
up in arms 
over U2 cover 


A member of Russia’s parliament 
has asked prosecutors to deter¬ 
mine whether Apple violated 
Russia’s ban on gay “propaganda” 
when it delivered U2’s latest al¬ 
bum to a half-billion iTunes users 
for free last year. 

Izvestia, a newspaper loyal to 
the Kremlin, reported Wednes¬ 
day that it has a copy of Alex¬ 
ander Starovoitov’s appeal to 
prosecutors in which he says 
the cover of the album Songs 
of Innocence shows two men 
“in a display of non-traditional 
sexual relations.” 

In fact, the cover shows the 
band’s drummer embracing his 
18-year-old son, both of them 
shirtless. 

It is not yet clear whether pros¬ 
ecutors will open an investiga¬ 
tion. Some of those in Russia who 
ridiculed Starovoitov’s appeal 
drew a comparison to the time 
in 2006 when President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin kissed a small boy’s 
bare stomach, the associated press 
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But for the most part, she 
doesn’t have an on-screen pres¬ 
ence due to the magic of film- 
making — save for a body part 
here and there. 

“It’s such an interesting role 
and it’s such a great challenge 
as an actor,” she says. 

“Really, your entire job is to 
give the other person as much 
as you can give them and be the 
best that you can be for them 
to be the best that they can be. 

“So it’s a really great, ego-less 
job that’s such a gift as an actor, 
to not really have to worry about 
your face being on camera. It’s 
all about the connection with 
your fellow actor.” 

Alexandre, who was bom in 
Hamilton and grew up in An- 
caster, Ont., was fresh out of 
theatre school when she went 
for several auditions for the role 
of Maslany’s double. 

“I didn’t really have any on- 
camera experience before this,” 
she says. “Little short films and 
that kind of thing, but this kind 
of threw me headfirst into the 
most technical role I will prob¬ 
ably ever have. So it’s been a 
great learning curve.” 

She got the part not only be¬ 
cause of her acting skills, but also 
because her height, weight, sldn 
colour and hair were similar to 
Maslany’s. 

“I had shoulder pads for the 
whole first season to try and 
bring my shoulders up a bit,” says 
Alexandre. “There are little hid¬ 
den things that are all through¬ 
out to tiy to make us as similar 
as possible.” 

During shooting for season 
3, Alexandre also got to bond 
with the acting double for Ari 
Millen, who plays a new set of 
male clones. 

“That was really neat to have 
a fellow double,” says Alexandre. 

“His name is Nick Abraham 
and he had some questions. He 
and Ari came to me like, ‘So, 
what do we do and how does 
this work, and can you take us 
through things?’ 

“So much of it you really have 
to do it to understand, because 
it’s so technical, but it was really 
fun to have him on as well and 
have him experience it. He, like 
me, was so excited for the oppor¬ 
tunity.”

Channel hopes 
to add more 
heart and soul 
in new shows 

Stepping away from the stage 
after outlining TLC’s future 
plans one recent morning, Mar¬ 
jorie Kaplan used the phrase 
“freak show” before anyone 
else could. It’s an image the 
network chief wants TLC to 
stay away from. 

Yes, Honey Boo Boo is in the 
rear view mirror. The Gosselin 
children still appear occasion¬ 
ally, but there’s no more divorce 
drama with Jon and Kate. TLC’s 
latest star, Whitney Thore of My 
Big Fat Fabulous Life, is some¬ 
one to root for. 

The network’s shows fit 
broadly under an umbrella of 
family, style and life milestones, 
and Kaplan’s presentation ex¬ 
uded calmness and warmth. 

“It’s kind of a relief to go back 
to something with a sense of 
purpose,” Kaplan, a veteran Dis¬ 
covery Communications execu¬ 
tive who also oversees Animal 
Planet, said in a later interview. 
“The further the brand went 
from being The Learning Chan¬ 
nel, the harder it got for people 
to see the purpose.” 

Brands are important to Ka¬ 
plan, who found it frustrat¬ 
ing that while studies showed 
people tended to like TLC’s pro¬ 
grams, they had no sense of 
what TLC stood for. 

Asked about TLC a couple of 
years ago, the first image to pop 
into people’s heads would have 
been Alana “Honey Boo Boo” 
Thompson, a kid from rural 
Georgia prone to catchphrases 
like “a dolla makes me holla.” 
TLC surfed the wave of that 
cultural phenomenon until it 
crashed, cancelled last fall with 
a new season already in the 
can after reports surfaced that 
Thompson’s mother was dat¬ 
ing a man with a criminal past. 

An attention-getting show 
like Here Comes Honey Boo Boo 
is a boon in ratings and revenue. 
The risk is whether its cheesi¬ 
ness — and the bad publicity 
when things go south — take a 
toll on a network’s reputation. 

The bigger danger is that 
hits that burn bright tend to

bum out fast, leaving a strug¬ 
gling network in the ashes, said 
Robert Thompson, director of 
Syracuse University’s Bleier Cen¬ 
ter for Television and Popular 
Culture. 

“People are not deciding 
whether or not to watch a pro¬ 
gram based on a network’s repu¬ 
tation or bad publicity,” he said. 
“They’re watching the shows be¬ 
cause they like to watch them.” 

TLC’s ratings have been fair¬ 
ly steady, at least in compari¬ 
son to the steep drops seen by 
other cable networks lately. It 
is averaging 919,000 viewers in 
prime-time this season, down 
from 1.05 million four years 
ago, according to the Nielsen 
company. The slip is a little 
more pronounced among the 
desirable demographic of 18-to- 
49-year-olds. 

“I do think it’s time for them 
to get another franchise show 
that they can build around,” 
said Brad Adgate, researcher 
for Horizon Media, “and that’s 
easier said than done.” 

The experience of Honey Boo 
Boo did make for some interest¬ 
ing meetings with prospective 
show producers, not all of them 
welcome. 

“We’ve had people pitch us 
with crazy people,” Kaplan said. 
“We’ve said we don’t feel com¬ 
fortable with where that show 
is going to go.” 

Health problems that led to 
Thore’s obesity made her an 
interesting character for My Big 


Fat Fabulous Life, but the show 
works because of her outsized 
personality. The network has 
done well with series on un¬ 
usual families, like the Duggans 
of 19 Kids and Counting, and 
the stars of Little People, Big 
World. In May, TLC is premier¬ 
ing a series on the 14-member 
Willis clan, who have a country 
music act that was featured on 
NBC’s America’s Got Talent. 

Other family-oriented ser¬ 
ies in the works are Long Lost 
Family, about people trying to 
reunite with family or friends 
they’ve grown apart from, and 
I Got You Babies, about first¬ 
time parents. 

A new dating series, Mar¬ 
ried By Mom and Dad, follows 
people so unlucky in love that 
they’re willing to let their par¬ 
ents set them up. 

To Kaplan, the connective 
thread for TLC series is they 
ultimately have heart. In discus¬ 
sions about a new slogan, she 
was almost sheepish to suggest 
“everyone needs a little TLC,” 
because it seemed so obvious. 

The network can’t become so 
heartwarming that it loses its 
edge, however. TLC jumped on a 
hot TV trend when it announced 
in March that it would make a 
new series, All That Jazz, about 
transgender teen Jazz Jennings 
and her family. 

“This is a world without judg¬ 
ment,” Kaplan said. “We put 
our arms around everybody.”

There are as many film 
versions you can watch at 
home as there are sheep in 
a herd. In the newest film, 
Carey Mulligan stars as Bath- 
sheba: the kind of woman 
who “was indispensable to 
high generation,” 

Hardy wrote of his hero¬ 
ine, who “was hated at tea 
parties, feared in shops, 
and loved at crises.” Like a 
gender-reversed Judgement of 
Paris, Bathsheba must choose 
between three suitors: a ser¬ 
geant, an older (and richer) 
bachelor, and Gabriel Oak, a 
sheep farmer. 

That brings me to lamb, 
which, like many Canadians, 
I didn’t grow up eating. My 
mom used to broil lamb 
chops for herself. But she 
knew we’d turn up our no¬ 
ses at something more exotic 
than Hamburger Helper. 

The Oxford Compan¬ 
ion to Food suggests that 
on account of the distinct¬ 


ive taste of lamb 
fat, domesticated 
young sheep meat 
has never been as 
popular as pork, 
beef and chicken 
in North America. 

Here’s the thing: I don’t 
dislike lamb. But I’ve never 
gone out of my to eat it. I’m 
inexplicably finicky about it 
— as stuffy as Hardy’s Victor¬ 
ian crowd who disapproved 
of his lascivious prose that 
dared to suggest women as¬ 
pired to more than marriage.

I would turn to British food 
writer Nigella Lawson’s How 
To Eat for a recipe: her marin¬ 
ated butterflied leg of lamb 
with garlic potatoes to be 
precise. I also bought peas. 
(English peas, obviously.) 
Although it was a first for 
me, the dish counts as one 
of Lawson’s “most regular 
regulars,” which she prepares 
year-round — outside over a 
grill if the weather permits it. 


On Sunday, it did. So I marin¬ 
ated the flayed leg, which re¬ 
sembled something from Rid¬ 
ley Scott’s Alien, in olive oil, 
lemon zest, smashed garlic 
cloves and minced rosemary. 

I grilled the fatty side first. 
It effortlessly crisped up — 
almost caramelized — and 
it smelled of the woods. It 
was all so glorious that I tex¬ 
ted my partner Simon, who 
works on Sundays. “It’s hap¬ 
pening!” I said. “ I am making 
the lamb!!!!” 

The dinner could’ve eas¬ 
ily fed four. But we chose 
to make it a dinner for two. 
I’d like to think that Hardy, 
who grew up in County Dor¬ 
set, where heritage breeds of 
sheep are plentiful, would ap¬ 
prove. Plus — and forgive me 
for the 141-year-old spoiler 
alert — he married Bathsheba 
off to the sheep farmer. 
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Vergara’s ex makes 
plea to save embryos

Former fiance 
of actress 
defends lawsuit 
in open letter 

Actress Sofia Vergara’s former 
fiance says in an op-ed that he 
sued the Modem Family star to 
protect their frozen embiyos 
because he longs to become a 
parent and doesn’t want the 
“two fives” they created to “be 
destroyed or sit in a freezer until 
the end of time.” 

Businessman Nick Loeb wrote 
Wednesday on NYTimes.com 
that as the child of divorced par¬ 
ents he yearned to have the kind 
of family depicted in artist Nor¬ 
man Rockwell’s iconic paintings. 

He said when he was in his 


20s, his girlfriend had an abor¬ 
tion and the decision was “en¬ 
tirely out of my hands.” Later, he 
married a woman with whom 
he tried to have children with 
the help of a fertility specialist. 
The marriage eventually ended. 

When he and Vergara became 
engaged, he said, he began “to 
push for children,” but she 
insisted they use a surrogate. 


He said initially two fertilized 
embryos were created. The 
first one implanted didn’t take 
and the surrogate miscarried 
the second. “I felt crushed,” he 
wrote. 

Two more embiyos were cre¬ 


ated before their relationship 
ended. He said he was willing to 
take full parental responsibility 
if Vergara didn’t want to share 
custody, but she refused. 

The two had signed a form 
stating that any embryos they 
created could only be brought 
to term if both of them agreed. 
Loeb said the form didn’t spe¬ 
cifically say, as California law 


requires, what would happen to 
the embiyos if they separated. 

“A woman is entitled to bring 
a pregnancy to term even if the 
man objects,” he said. “Shouldn’t 
a man who is willing to take 
on all parental responsibilities 


be similarly entitled to bring 
his embiyos to term even if the 
woman objects?” 

Loeb said Vergara’s lawyer has 
told reporters that she wants to 
keep the embiyos frozen indefin¬ 
itely. “In my view, keeping them 
frozen forever is tantamount to 
killing them,” he said. 

Vergara didn’t immediately 
return a request for comment. 

Loeb wrote that people have 
asked him why he doesn’t just 
move on and have a family of 
his own. “I have eveiy intention 
of doing so,” he said. “But that 
doesn’t mean I should let the 
two fives I have already created 
be destroyed or sit in a freezer 
until the end of time.” 

He said he takes the respon¬ 
sibility of being a parent ser¬ 
iously. “This is not just about 
saving fives; it is also about being 
pro-parent.” the associated press

Pssst, did you hear... sometimes it’s better to lose the news race

Joni Mitchell lapsed into a 
coma on the day Fidel Castro 
died. Except she didn’t, we 
think, and he didn’t. Probably. 

Welcome to the world of the 
celebrity death rumour, and its 
terrifying effect on newsrooms. 

This week, The Associated 
Press reported the 71-year-old 
folk singer was in a bad way. 

So, in pursuit of web hits 
and knowing celebrity sells, 
news organizations across 
the world ran the story, until 
Mitchell’s social media people 
tweeted that she was fine, 


thank you, despite a stay in 
hospital. Cue hasty corrections, 
then conflicting reports about 
the singer’s condition, which 
may or may not be serious, 
depending on whom you ask. 

Meanwhile, rumours of the 
death of Castro, eveiybody’s fa¬ 
vourite cigar-chomping threat 
to freedom, swept this news¬ 
room. To be fair, Castro has 
been sick for a long time, so 
it might happen soon. But, at 
the time of writing, he isn’t 
dead. I think. 

Fellow death hoax targets 
Jon Bon Jovi, Jeff Goldblum 
and Charlie Chaplin are also 
still alive. Oh, wait. Not Chap¬ 
lin. But Morgan Freeman dies 
about twice a week. 


Social media may be feeding 
this, but the power of rumour 
is not new. 

Mark Twain’s famous 
statement about reports of 
his death being “greatly ex¬ 
aggerated” was made after a 
newspaper report in 1897, for 
example. Then there’s the per¬ 
sistent nonsense about why 
Paul McCartney was barefoot 
on the Abbey Road cover, and 
whether he’d kicked the buck¬ 
et and been replaced by an¬ 
other left-handed bass player 
who looks a bit like Angela 
Lansbury. 

We love rumour, but it’s a 
source of consternation for 
journalists. My most hated day 
of the year is April 1, when 


nobody can believe a word 
they read. I usually stay in bed 
until noon. 

As long as humans exist, 
there will be glee at hood¬ 
winking others. But in this fast- 
moving world, there’s never 
been a greater need for checks; 
just ask the Associated Press. 

Social media may dominate 
our fives, but it should never 
dominate our thinking. The 
Joni Mitchell error shows the 
value of reading proper news 
sources and recognizing the 
difference between informa¬ 
tion and journalism. Some¬ 
times it’s better to lose a race, 
and to be trustworthy. 

Just don’t forget to tweet 
me if you see Elvis.

A Rocky Mountain high 

'Really special’ Abbot Pass Hut straddles Continental Divide, two provinces 


If it isn’t already on your buck¬ 
et list, it should be. Perched 
in the picture-perfect Rocky 
Mountains is one of the old¬ 
est and highest places in 
l Canada to lay your aching 
[ bones and happy head. 
The Abbot Pass Hut 
^ is a thing of 
^beauty it¬ 
self. Swiss 
moun¬ 
tain¬ 


eers chiselled square blocks 
of rock out of the landscape 
to craft what has since been 
designated a national historic 
site. And it’s like nowhere else 
on Earth. 

The building straddles the 
Continental Divide and the 
Alberta-British Columbia 
boundaiy. 

“You could go out the front 
door and throw a snowball 
down one side or down the 
other side and that snow, that 
water, would end up in two 
different oceans,” says Keith 
Haberl with the Alpine 
Tub of Canada. 


also make dinner in Alberta, 
he says, then walk across the 
hut and eat it in B.C. 

“It really is a special place.” 

The alpine club took over 
the hut from Parks Canada in 
the 1970s. It also maintains 
and operates 24 others in Can¬ 
ada, making the network of 
back-country huts for hikers, 
mountain climbers and skiers 
the largest in North America. 

Abbot Pass Hut’s elevation 
is listed at 2,926 metres. So if 
you’re coming from sea level, 
you’ll first want to spend a few 
days in the area acclimating to 
the thinner 


The only way to get to the 
trailhead is by booking a bus 
ride to Lake O’Hara in Yoho 
National Park; this year it runs 
June 19 through Oct. 4. 

Once you’re on the ground, 
the initial one to two hours 
of the hike is scenic and rela¬ 
tively easy. The next couple 
of hours is more gruelling, 
up a steep slope of small slip¬ 
pery rocks. A helmet is recom¬ 
mended as protection from 
rocks that fly from under the 
feet of people walking ahead. 

But it’s all worth it, says 
Haberl, who has made the trek 
a handful of times. 

For some people, the hut is 
their destination. Others 
use it as a base 
and keep 
climb¬ 


ing higher. No matter your 
reason for being there, you 
get to meet strangers and swap 
stories in front of a cosy fire at 
night. Everyone sleeps togeth¬ 
er in an upstairs loft. 

Sleeping pads are provided 
along with cooking utensils, 
propane stoves and propane. 
There’s also a wood stove and 
a stack of firewood. 

There’s no plumbing. But 
there’s nothing like melting 
year-round snow in a bucket 
for water. And the outhouse 
has an amazing view.

Airbnb hosts should cultivate trust and safety 



Three days ago a Calgary 
couple cut their vacation 
short after neighbours called 
to let them know their 
Airbnb renters were trash¬ 
ing their home. The couple 
is now faced with up to 
$75,000 in damages. 

As terrible as this couple’s 
experience has been, it’s im¬ 
portant to remember this is 


an anomaly. 

In Canada there are more 
than 18,000 people using 
this industry-leading accom¬ 
modation-sharing website 
and worldwide more than 35 
million guests have stayed 
with Airbnb. According to 
Airbnb spokesman Jakob 
Kerr, “property damage is ex¬ 
tremely rare.” 

One of the hallmarks of 
the site is the user reviews 
of both potential hosts and 
guests. 

These reviews allow sides 
to vet each other based on 


referrals and past experi¬ 
ences. 

According to Aaron Ziflcin, 
the country manager for 
Canada, “the secret sauce of 
Airbnb is trust and safety.” 

Airbnb has said it has zero 
tolerance for the behaviour 
of the Calgary guests and 
banned them from renting 
again through the website. 

If you are still eager to 
make some extra money 
and wouldn’t mind having 
strangers sleeping in your 
space, this incident should 
be viewed as a good lesson 


but not a reason to never use 
Airbnb. 

In addition to vetting po¬ 
tential guests through the 
user reviews, make sure 
to fill out the house rules 
section so your guests can 
understand what is expected 
of them before booking. Do 
they have to arrive before 
dinner? Is it lights out after 
midnight? Are pets allowed? 
Be comfortable saying no if 
something just doesn’t seem 
right. You are under no obli¬ 
gation to host everyone. 

Make sure to check on lo¬ 


cal bylaws. Various jurisdic¬ 
tions, such as the province 
of Quebec, are looking at 
how to regulate this rapidly 
growing industry. Remember 
that any damage, as is the 
case for the Calgaiy home- 
owners, is covered under 
Airbnb’s million-dollar insur¬ 
ance policy. 

The sad part about this in¬ 
cident is it takes away from 
the fact the overwhelming 
majority of Airbnb experien¬ 
ces are extremely positive. It 
costs nothing to sign up for 
a free listing. Airbnb also of¬ 


fers a free photography ser¬ 
vice where a photographer 
will come to your home and 
take professional pictures of 
your property. Plus you get 
the chance to meet interest¬ 
ing people from around the 
world. 

If you are a person who 
will never cruise again be¬ 
cause of a Norwalk virus 
outbreak on a cruise ship, 
then Airbnb may not be for 
you. The bottom line is you 
have to be comfortable with 
the idea of strangers in your 
home.

The Black Forest gets its 
name from a canopy of trees 
so dense that the woods seem 
dark, pierced only by shafts of 
sunlight. Mushrooms sprout 
across the damp forest floor. 
Red squirrels scamper up the 
towering trees; streams tumble 


over rocks. 

No wonder this magic¬ 
al place inspired so many 
Grimms’ fairytales. But the 
bleak name Black Forest — 
Schwarzwald in German — 
does not capture its beauty. 

You can camp near the vil¬ 
lage of Enzklosterle (mueller- 
wiese.de), in one of hundreds 
of valleys scattered across the 
forest’s vast, mountainous ex¬ 
panse. Bring your own tent or 
RV (RV rentals are available at 
the Frankfurt airport); rent a 
tent, cabin or apartment; or 
choose from a variety of hotels. 


The forest stretches across 
6,000 square kilometres in the 
southwest of Germany, an easy 
trip from Frankfurt. 

Mountainous area 

But this is no spa resort, and 
the mountains beckon. There 
are paths here of all types, 
from gentle strolls to demand¬ 
ing long-distance hikes, all 
well-signed and maintained. 
The region is also popular with 
mountain bikers. 

Mushrooms of all shapes, 
sizes and shades emerge from 
rotting tree stumps and leaves 


in vivid crimsons, delicate 
corals, black, brown, purple 
and orange. You mustn’t try 


them without expert guid¬ 
ance though; like potions in 
a Grimm Brothers story, they 


might be poison. 

On a rainy day, drive an 
hour to medieval Schiltach 
and another half-hour to the 
town of Triberg. 

Traditional half-timbered 
houses — with gabled roofs 
and framed windows form¬ 
ing distinctive geometric pat¬

— add to the fairy-tale look of 
the towns. 

Triberg also boasts three 
claims to fame: cuckoo clocks, 
Black Forest cake and Ger¬ 
many’s highest waterfalls.
